SUBJECT: FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT (FOIA) REQUEST 2019-S-N-030 

This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request assigned Naval Special 
Warfare Command (NAVSPECWARCOM) number 2019-S-N-030. Specifically, you are 
requesting the Official Military Personnel File (OMPF) for the person subject to this request. 

While FOIA supports full disclosure of federal agency records, it does not grant an absolute 
right to examine all government documents. Accordingly, information about another individual 
may be requested under FOIA, but release is subject to a balancing test to decide whether the 
privacy interest of the affected party outweighs the public interest in release of said information. 

As your third party request is for information about another person, this command balanced your 
rights under the FOIA with the individual's right to privacy, and determined it would be 
inappropriate to disclose the records you seek. 

This response is a full denial of your request under Title 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(3) pursuant to 10 
U.S.C. § 130b, 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6) and 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(7)(F) of the FOIA. 

There are no fees associated with the processing of your request. 

If you are not satisfied with this decision, you may appeal within 90 days to the appellate 
authority, the Director of Oversight and Compliance, Office of the Secretary of Defense (OSD).

Your appeal 
should cite the case number, and be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Act Appeal."
